Officials with the Coffee 
County Sheriff's. Department 
recently reported the arrest of 
three suspects in connection with 
a rash of burglaries in northern 
Coffee County. 

The burglaries occurred from 
mid-January through late- 
January, 

On Tuesday, Jan, 15, officials 
with the sheriff's department 
responded to two separate -bur- 
laries of residences on Alabama 
Highway 87 North in:the. Zion 
Chapel community. According to 
Coffee. County Sheriff's 
Department Chief Deputy R.W. 
Whitworth, the victims reported- 
ly -arrived home to. find. that 
someone had attempted to pry 
the doors to gain entry into the 
homes. Being unsuccessful, he 
said the offender(s) then. kicked 
in the door .to gain entry. 

Once inside each: residence, 
Whitworth: Said the suspect(s) 
took items such as jewelry, com- 
puters, televisions-and guns. 

The following day, 
Wednesday; Jan. 16, Coffee 
County officials responded to a 
residence just north of Elba on 
County Road 364 (Taylor Mill 
Road), Here, they found ‘evi- 


dence ‘of another burglary with 
similar circumstances of entry as 
the two. burglaries reported on 
the 15%, 

Again, Whitworth said the sus- 
pect(s) took jewelry, guns, televi- 
sions and clothing. 

On Friday, Jan. 25, the Coffee 
County ‘Sheriff's Department 
received a report of another bur- 
glary on Hwy. 87: North. 
Whitworth said the similar cir- 
cumstances were again evident 
with a lap top:computer being 
taken from the residence, 

After the burglaries, 
Whitworth said the  sheriff’s 
department. began . receiving 
information from local citizens 
in the area of the reported burgla- 
ries. He said officials compiled 
the information and released a 
BOLO for a-vehicle: fitting the 
description of one that had been 
seen in the areas, Officials soon 
discovered that other. surround- 
ing counties also had similar bur- 
glary cases possibly involving 
the same type vehicle. 

The: Montgomery County 
Shetiff’s Department stopped a 
vehiclé matching the BOLO 
released by Coffee County ‘on 
Friday, Jan. 25.

In order to be selected, a stu- 
dent must be nominated by a 
teacher or a peer.

She received an invitation let- 
ter from the program in July 
2007. After she registered in 
September, she attended a meet- 
ing in Mobile, Ala. along with 


numerous other students: also 
wanting the opportunity. 
Kristin said it was there when 


she learned that only 40 students -/a 


would be selected to “venture 
abroad.” 

After, the initial meeting; 
Kristin went toan interview in 
Daphne, Ala. While in the inter- 
view, she was asked why she 
wanted to. participate in the pro- 
gram. Her response. included 
many reasons such as her desire 
to travel overseas to experience 
other cultures, to learn about 
their religion, and day-to-day 
life. 

Kristin said after the: inter- 
view ‘she was very. anxious: and 
aWaited the call to inform: her 
whether or not she was selected. 
As luck would have it, she only 
had to wait-one day. It was then 
that a group leader from People 
To People informed Kristin that 


numerous items were retrieved at 
this time and identified by the 
victims in the Coffee County 
burglaries.

Whitworth said Coffee County 
officials continue to investigate 
other burglaries in the county 
that may have been committed 
by these individuals, 

He added that the department 
is thankful to the citizens of 
Coffee County for information 
that. was reported .during these 
investigations, Whitworth said 
the information played a big role 
in the apprehension of the sus- 
pects. °

long..awaited downtown. side- 
walk. improvement ~ project 
Monday ~evening with  -the 
awarding of a construction con- 
tract,

The trip lasts 20 days and will 
carry her to London, Ireland, 
Scotland and Whales.

ADPH reports increased influenza activity 


The Alabama Department of 
Public Health reports that 
influenza activity. has-been con- 


firmed recently © in’ - several 
Alabama . counties” including 
Coffee, © DeKalb} -, Elmore, 
Greene, Jefferson, Madison, 


Monroe and Tuscaloosa: 

Overall, there has been. an 
increase in influenza activity 
throughout the state over the 
past four weeks. 

Dr. Donald Williamson, state 
health officer; said, “The inci- 
dence of influenza disease in 
Alabama usually peaks-in the 
months of, January. . and 
February, just as it does nation- 
ally. For protection during the 
remainder ‘of the flu season, 
people should. consider being 
vaccinated, Many providers still 


have flu vaccine available -in 
their clinics.” 

Please contact a private physi- 
cian or. the local county health. 
department for availability. of 
flu vaccine and clinic umes, 
Also, be aware there are ‘med- 
ications “a doctor can prescribe 
to treat or prevent influenza.

Influenza can occur any time 
between November. and-March, 
The strains’ of influenza. con 
firmed .were primarily type 
A/H3 and type A7H1.

People in St; Petersburg, whether soldier, 
mother, father, or child were tired of paying for the 
Tsar's failures, Twelve years earlier, the Tsar's soldiers 
had killed over two hundred people who were ~ 
protesting a lack of food.

Friday and Saturday saw even more demon- 
On Saturday, policemen finally obeyed 
their commanders’ orders to fire on the demonstra- 
tors. Nine died, but hundreds fought back by charg- 
ing the police and rescuing those who had been 
arrested., By early afternoon, the police fled, leaving 
the city to the demonstrators: 

Strangely, political leaders failed to recognize 
the unfolding danger. While a soldier refusing to 
Obey orders Was unsettling, it was discounted as 


Stuck jn the Russian snowdrifts. 
needed to heat homes was scarce and. expen- 
sive, many working class residents couldn't 
afford to heat their-homes.

FSA announces availability of funds funds for 
Socially Disadvantaged Applicants 


The Alabama State Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) 
announced the availability of 
funds for Socially 
Disadvantaged Applicants 
(SDA) who want to purchase or 
operate a family-size farm. in 
fiscal year 2008. 

In Fiscal Year. 2007, which 
ended September 30, 2007, 
Alabama Farm Loan’ Programs 
made 105 SDA loans totaling 
more than $12.9 million. “This 
special. financing is for people 
who have been subjected to 
racial, ethnic or gender inequal- 
ity without regard to their indi- 
vidual qualities. SDA members 
include women, African 
Americans, American Indians, 

ics, Asians, Pacific 
Islanders and Alaskan Natives,” 
said Danny. F. Crawford, State 
Exeeutive Director of Alabama 
Farm Service Agency. 

The SDA program provides 
direct and guaranteed assistance 
in the form of farm operating 
and farm ownership loans. 
Direct loans are made to appli- 
cants by FSA. Guaranteed loans 


are issued by lending institu- 
tions, but typically 90 or 95 per- 
cent of the loan is guaranteed by 
FSA. 

Operating loaris may be used 
to purchase’ liyestock, equip- 
ment, feed, seed, and other busi- 
ness related expenses. 
Repayment terms run from one 
to seven years. 

Ownership loans provide cap- 
ital to purchase or enlarge a 
farm, construct or improve 
buildings, promote soil and 
water conservation’ and pay 
closing costs, Direct ownership 
loan terms are up to 40 years. 
Guaranteed loan terms are 
established by the lender. 

Qualified candidates are pro- 
vided information and assis- 
tance to develop sound manage- 
ment. practices, analyze prob- 
lems and utilize available 
resources essential for success- 
ful farming operations to cope 


with the changing agricultural ’ 


environment. 

SDA loans applicants do not 
receive automatic approval. 
Individuals must be US. ‘citi- 


zens with a satisfactory history 
of meeting ‘credit obligations; 


have’ sufficient education, train-~. 


ing or experience managing or 
operating a farm; possess legal 
capacity to’incur debt; and: be 
unable to obtain credit else- 
where,

from Coffee County jail account 


EMERGENCY PERSONNEL RESPONDED Thursday evening, Feb. 14, at approximately 6:36 
p.m., to the scene of a two-vehicle accident on Claxton Avenue in Elba at the Evergreen Cemetery. 
Upon arrival, officials, discovered a log truck had collided with ‘a small car. According to police, 
Bobby Randall Hudson, age 18, of Elba was driving a 2002 Honda Accord when he exited the ceme- 
tery. parking lot onto Claxton Avenue and into the path of a 1995 Kenworth truck being driven by

¢ receipts totaling $2,947.11 
for the Inmates’ Money on 
Deposit Fund Were not deposit 
ed into -the official. bank 
account 

The » missing ‘tunds. ot 
$2,947.11 again were directly 
charged to jal bookkeeper 
Debra Williams, and the report 
was turned over to the District 
Attorney's’ office for collection 
since the charge remains due 
and unpaid,

Whitworth said while the audit 
was being conducted, the booh 
keeper (Williams) resigned hci 
position at the Coffee Count) 
Jail.
